JEFFERSON COUNTY 
RULING IS UPHELD 


Tribunal States That 
Highway Board Cannot 
Legally Exceed Author- 
ized Limit of 6,300 Miles

Legality of the allotment of approx- 
imately 700 miles of state aid road 
in excess of the total mileage of 6,300 
authorized by the legislature was de- 
nied in effect by a decision announced 
Wednesday by the state supreme 
court. The opinion was seen as 
jeopardizing the construction of a 
number of important highway pro)- 
including the 
grading of the Tate-Dawsonville- 
yainesville road, and the paving of 
the. Warm Springs-Columbus road in 
Muscogee county. 

The decision of the supreme court 
held that the highway board, by in- 
terpreting the act of 1922 as allowing 
the state aid roads through towns of 
2,500 or less population to be added 
to the 6,300-mile limit placed on the 


state highway system, had violated the 
intention of the act. As a econse- 
quence of this, it was pointed out 
Wednesday that this work would 
have to be abandoned or increased 
allotments secured through the legis- 
lature. In regard to the unauthorized 
work already done, it was declared 
that the members of the board may 
be held responsible individually for the 
unauthorized mileage. 


Definite Action Unknown. 


’ What definite action the state will 
take in the matter was a-<question of 
doubt Wednesday night. Governor L. 
G. Hardman could not be reached for 
a statement, and Attorney-General 
George M. Napier declined to comment 
on the decision until he has read it. 

Although the state supreme court 
decision dealt only with one road, 
the Augusta-Waynesboro route, it set 
forth an interpretation of the legis- 
lative acts governing all the allot- 
ment of mileage, and declared that 
there is nothing in the 1922 act which 
could be construed as giving the high- 
way board authority to add new mile- 
age. 

The total mileage of the highway 
board's state-aid system today was 
said Wednesday night by a source 
close to the board to be approximate- 
ly 7,000 miles, this figure having been 
cited in the trial in Jefferson eounty 
on which the supreme court. decision 
was made. The same authority said 
that the Tate-Dawsonville-Gainesville 
grading involves between $300,000 
and $400,000, and that while he did 
not know just what the highway 
board would do, he did not see how 
the construction work on the excess 
mileage could be continued in the face 
of the supreme court decision. 


Act of 1922 Cited. 


Approximately 400 miles of the ex- 
eess mileage is through the towns of 
2.500 or less population, it was said. 
The state supreme court, in its de- 
cision on the case brought by citizens 
of Richmond county for an injunction 
to prevent the highway board from 
taking over seven miles of road near 
Blythe on the Augusta-Waynesboro 
route, held that the act of 1922 did 
not provide that this extra mileage 
should be added to the 6,300 total 
as exempt from the authorized mile- 
age. The 1922 legislation was passed 
for an entirely different purpose, the 
court held. 

Judge Stanley Bennet, member of 
the highway board, who is in Atlanta 
to meet today with Chairman John 
Holder, Wednesday night said that 
he had not heard of the decision, and 
that he did not know just what would 
be done; although he added that in the 
event the board finds that it has ex- 
ceeded the authorized mileage, in the 
light of the decision, the procedure 
would probably be to abandon the ex- 
cess mileage so as to come within the 
limit. Judge Bennet said he prob- 
ably would discuss the matter with 
Chairman Holder at. today’s meeting. 
He said that he did not know the 
exact mileage of the state aid system, 


LEGION TO NAME 
NEW” COMMANDER 
FOR NATION TODAY 


Louisville Is Chosen on 
First Ballot at Wednes- 
day Session as Conven- 
tion City for 1929. 


San Antonio, Texas, October 10.— 
(P)—Last-minute political maneuver- 
ing in the race for national comman- 
der held the attention of delegates to 
the national convention of the Ameri- 
ean Legion here tonight after a pro- 
longed business session at which 
Louisville was chosen for the 192% 
convention. 

The Kentucky city was 
next year’s reunion on the first bal- 
lot, receiving 567 votes or 21 more 
than necessary. Detroit and Miami, 
Fla., were the only other contenders, 
polling 345 and 178 votes respec- 
tively. 

Among the inducements for holding 
the convention in their city, legion 
men from Louisville offered signed 
contracts from the hotels to furnish 
rooms at a maximum of $3 a‘day, and 
the statement that $100,000 already 
has been raised toward a convention 
fund. 

Oregon enlivened the roll call on 
the issue by voting for Miami, the 
farthest possible point from the Paci- 
fic northwest, while most of the dele- 
gations were trying to pick the city 
nearest to their homes. 

‘With the election of a new national 
commander to succeed Edward KE. 
Spafford, retiring chief of the organ- 
ization, as the principal business on 
the program at tomorrow's final ses- 
sion, political stragegists were mak- 
ing intensive drives for votes to- 
night.

Supporters of three seekers of the 
post were claiming sufficient strength 
for the election of their candidates, 
but no definite trend for any one 
aspirant was evident. 

General Roy Hoffman, of Oklahoma 
City; General Albert L. Cox, of 
Raleigh, N. C., and John D. Ewing, 
Shreveport, La., newspaper publisher, 
were the trio looming as strongest 
possibilities on the eve of balloting.

New York, October 10—(#/)—Head- 
ing toward the south and its border 
states, Governor Smith started at 11 
o'clock tonight on ‘his second cam- 
paign trip in the quest of the presi- 
dency. 

Three speeches will be made by Gov- 
ernor Smith on the trip. 

The democratic presidential nomi- 
nee at his press conference at the Bilt- 
more hotel late today announced that 
he would speak at Sedalia, Mo., on 
Tuesday, October 16, and at Chicago 
Friday, October 19. Previously the 
only speech announced for the candi- 
date’s second campaign trip had been 
at Louisville, Ky., Saturday. All the 


speeches will be delivered at night. 

Governor Smith will make a ten-day 
swing through a part of the “solid 
south.” its berder states and Illinois. 
He will return to Albany Sunday, Oc- 
tober 21. 

Besides his addresses, Governor 
Smith will make personal appeals to 
the voters of several states through 


form appearances and by conferences 
with local democratic leaders.

Governor Smith said that his e¢on- 
ference with party leaders which last- 
ed most of today had brought him 
satisfactory reports about the politi- 
cal situation. “I am well satisfied 
with the reports,” he declared, adding

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John G. Richards, Chief 
Executive,sSays There 
Is “No Doubt” But 
What Smith Will Win.

Governor John G. Richards, of 
South Carolina, said here Wednesday 
that “there is no question in the world 
but what South Carolina is absolutely 
safe for the democratic national 
ticket.” 

“South Carolina is a one party 
state,” Governor Richards said, “and 
there is not a doubt in the world 
about how it will vote.” 

The governor said there “dppeared 
to be more interest in the November 
election than ordinarily,” and he ex- 
pected a slightly larger vote than was 
cast in 1924. 


Governor and Mrs. Richards, C. E. 
Jones, chairman of the state highway 
department, and Mrs. Jones, and Nat 
Turner, head of the motor vehicle di- 
vision of the South Carolina state 
motor vehicle department of the state 
highway department, were'in a party 
passing through here en route home 
from Nashville. The governor and Mr. 
Jones spoke over radio station WLAC 
in Nashville Monday night, the ‘first 
of a number of South Carolinians to 
speak over that station in its celebra- 
tion of “South Carolina week.” 

The party reached here late Wed- 
nesday, went to Athens to spend the 
night, and will reach Columbia, the 
state capital, today. 

Governor and Mrs. L. G. Hardman, 

of Georgia, and their daughter, Miss 
Josephine Hardman, met the South 
Carolina party here and extended an 
invitation to the South Carolinians 
to spend the night at the executive 
mansion, but Governor Richards said 
he was anxious to return to his of- 
fiee in the capitol. 
Business conditions in South Caro- 
lina were reported “very good” by 
Governor Richards, who said that 
with hydroelectric projects now un- 
det way the state would be second 
only to New York in hydroelectric de- 
velopment in the country within 18 
months.

Thousands Roar “God- 
Speed” as Explorer Sails 
To Study Unknown 
Spaces at South Pole.

great whaler C. A. Larsen pushed 
away from a flag-draped dock at San 
Pedro harbor today and began the 
journey that will take Commander 
Richard E. Byrd on his antarctic mis- 
sion of “filling in the blank spaces 
of the map.”

‘civic organizations, plowed along as 


the eseort of the whaler and in the 


wake of the two ships came a score 
or more of private yachts and speed- 
boats, all decked with flags and carry: 
ing groups of well wishers to the ex- 
pedition. With waving flags and 
screaming whistles, harbor craft join- 
ed in the farewell. 

The whaler, the largest ship in the 
world in trade, hung relatively low 
in the water because of her 10,000 
eargo of whaling and explora- 
tion supplies. Only a couple of 
“sling loads” of dynamite which she 
had left parked on a barge in_ the 
harbor remained to complete 
her cargo. Five or ten minutes were 
set aside on her schedule to pick up 
the explosives. 

Commander Byrd arrived at the ship 
a few minutes after 4 o'clock. Mrs. 
Byrd had accompanied him from Los 
Angeles, but she remained seated in 


an automobile while her husband went 
aboard the ship to face the vattery of 
he .spaper cantbtramen, motion picture 
cameras and then a brief session for 
the talking motion pictures. The head 
of the $1,250,000 expedition gave sev- 
eral minutes.to answering reporters’ 
questions before the official farewell 
ceremonies began. : 

A California bear flag, the gift of 
the native sons’ organization of the 
state, was presented and the Ameri- 
can Legion added the official legion 
colors. Mayor George Cryer, of Los 
Angeles, wished the expedition a 
“God speed and good luck,” and Byrd 
responded briefly. 

The C. A, Larsen is the largest of 
four vessels now converging on New 
Zealand, their rendezvous before the 
final dash into the antarctic. The 
Eleanor Bolling and the City of New 
York, the ‘two strictly exploration 
ships, are well on their way toward 
New Zealand, as is the fourth vessel, 
another of the craft of the Ross Sea 
Whaling company. The two whalers, 
after delivering their part of the Byrd 
party and supplies at the Bay of 
Whales, will go about their trade.

Atlanta Man Is Elected 
President of National

John W. Snook, warden of the At- 
lanta federal penitentiary and storm 
center of a secret probe of the Atlanta 
institution which is now in progress, 
Wednesday was elected president of 
the American Wardens’ association at 
the annual meeting at Kansas City, 
according to telegrams receiyed here. 

Mr. Snook also was given a unani- 
mous vote of confidence. 
ciation is composed of heads of penal 
institutions from all parts of the 
country, and the elevation of Mr. Snook 
is regarded as the highest honor 
which could come to’one affiliated 
with the organization. 

Warden Snook recently was called 
to Whshington because he declined to 
permit department of justice agents 
to conduct an investigation of his ad- 
ministration of the Atlanta pen with- 
out specifie orders and proper creden- 
tials from the attorney general, the 
assistant attorney general or Albert 
H. Conner, superintendent of federal 
prisons of the United States. 

Mrs. Mable Walker Willebrandt, 
assistant attorney general in charge 
of prisons, questioned the warden in 
detail concerning his action in barring 
the agents and also concerning pub- 
lication exclusively in The Constitu- 
tion of an expose of the alleged com- 
mitment of an “undercover” agent of 
the department of justice to “spy” on 
Snook. 

He returned to the prison as war- 
den but Mrs. Willebrandt ordered 
him to permit the probe to proceed. 
Just before leaving for the conven- 
tion, the warden ordered his assist- 
ants to give the U. 8. agents every 
possible assistance. 

While in Washington the warden is 
said to have objected strenuously to 
alleged. incarceration in the pen here 
of a man under the name of “Peter 
Hanson” frum Detroit. Hanson is 
said to be William Larsen, a depart- 
ment of justice agent. 

Secrecy shrouds the work of the in- 
quiry now being conducted at the 
prison, agents declaring they are un- 
der instructions of the department of 
justice and can make no statements 
for publication. None of the officials 
of the prison will make any announce- 
ment of the probe, :

Convict One of Two Men 
Who Figured in Killing 
of Clerk. 


PHOTO IDENTIFIED 
BY SEVEN VICTIMS 


Mayor Ragsdale Urges 
Diligence on Part of Po- 
lice at Request of Par- 
ents of Slain Man. 


Blame for a series of holdups which 
was climaxed Saturday night in the 
killing of a clerk in a robbery at- 
tempt on a grocery store on Hemphill 
avenue Wednesday was laid at the feet 
of Roy Dickerson, nationally known 
criminal who escape from Kilby pris- 
on, Alabama, on October 2. Detec- 
tive John Lowe Wednesday afternoon 
announeed his conviction that the no- 
torious fugitive was the guiding hand 
in the crime series after seven of the 
bandits’ victims had positively identi- 
fied photographs of Dickerson. 

Seven holdups and one killing are 
charged by police to the pair of ban- 
dits who were active in Atlanta Fri- 
day end Saturday nights. Their 
trail of lawlessness included three 
holdups Friday night, a Pharmacy at 
1395 Highland avenue, another drug 
store and a restaurant at Emory uni- 
versity. Saturday night three hold- 
ups of stores preceded the gun fight 


avenue, which resulted in the killing 
of E. H,. Meeks, a clerk, and the 
wounding of I. V. Ellis, manager. 
Drug stores at 222 Ponce de Leon 
avenue and 368 Fifth street, and a 
barber shop diagonally across the 
street from the grocery store, were 
looted and these robberies are believed 
the werk of Dickerson and an aid, im- 
mediately preceding the fatal shoot- 
ing. 

: Dickerson Identified. 

Detective Lowe, knowing Dicker- 
son’s record and his recent escape, 
decided to investigate the possibility 
of a connection between the noterious 
desperudo and = the robberies here. 
Taking several photographs of crim- 
inals recently escaped or released from 
nearby prisons he submitted them to 
victims with the following results: 

Dr. Ivey, of Ivey’s pharmacy, held 
up Friday night, identified: the pic- 
ture of Diekerson as that of the ban- 
dit: A. D. Bennett; employee of Pall’s 
drug store on Highland avenue, two 
occupants of the University Coffee 
shop, hetd up Friday; A. H. Drucker, 
proprictor of a pharmacy held up Sat- 
urday and two employees of a barber 
shop robbed Saturday, were positive 
Dickerson was the robber, and 8S. Ses- 
selman, proprietor of a looted drug 
store, partially identified him. 

I. V. Ellis, manager of the grocery 
store, who after being wounded in the 
left arm. drove the bandit from the 
store with a hail of bullets, could not 
definitely identify Dickerson’s picture, 
He stated that another photograph, 
that of Ivanhoe Silver, who broke 
Kilby prison with Dickerson, mere 
closely resembled the man with whom 
he exchanged shots. 

Some of the robberies were commit- 
ted by an apparently “lone” bandit, 
but police stated their belief tbat 
Dickerson sometimes entered the stores 
nlone and left his accomplice in a 
waiting automobile to “cover” his re- 
treat. 

Robberies Rapidly Executed. 

The robberies were characterized 
by their rapid and daring execution. 
The three Friday night occurred with- 
in the space of about an hour, and 
the four Saturday night in a similar 
length of time. 

Detective Lowe further established 
the connection between the Friday

small towns in the mafter of paving 
through the towns on state-aid roads. 
The act was passed when the state-aid 
mileage was 5,500 miles, and there 
is nothing in the 1922 legislation re- 
lating to extending the total mileage, 
the high court held. 

“The court did not err in holding 
that the highway board had already 
adopted its full limit of mileage,” the 
supreme court justices held. 

In the matter of jurisdiction, a 
point raised by the highway board, 
the supreme court held that the su- 
perior court of Jefferson county, the 
residence of a member of the rd, 
had jurisdiction over the case, al- 
though the home office of the board 
is in Fulton county. 

The act of 1922 authorized the 
lunghway board to construct and main- 
tain state-aid roads through certain 
municipalities, and, the supreme court 
decided, it “in no manner affected 
the mileage limit. 


GOLD OPERATIONS 
GIVE FAIRBANKS, 
ALASKA, A BOOM 


Washington, October 10.—()— 
With seven gravel dredges at work 
extracting gold in the vicinity of 
Fairbanks, Alaska, things are looking 
up in the land of the prospector. 

Representatives of the government- 
owned Alaska railroad reported today 
to the interior department that the 
installation of the dredges has revived 


the town of Fairbanks to such an 
extent that conditions border on boom 
times. One of three companies op 
erating dredges employs 700 persons, 
and the log cabins that have stood 
vacant since the gold rush of the nine- 
ties now shelter new types of gold 
diggers. 

Business activity in Fairbanks has 
stimulated the coal mines at Sun- 
trana on the Healy river, which have 
increased their outputs to meet the 
needs of the dredge operations.

Resolutions asking the federal gov- 
ernment to take over and maintain 
the Bankhead highway, election of of- 
ficers and the report of J. A. Roun- 
tree, featured pi deere, session of 
the Bankhead association here Wed- 
nesday morning. Judge W. C. Adam- 
son, of Carrollton, was elected presi- 


dent and Mrs. R. K. Rambo, of At- 
lanta, was chosen head of the wom- 
an's commission of the association, 

The report of the committee on 
nominations was unanimously adopted 
by a rising vote and the complete list 
of officers is as follows: Judge W. 
CC. Adamson, of Carrollton, president; 
T. L. Kilpatrick, vice chairman at 
large and chairman of the board of 
directors ;- W. D: Cardwell, Richmond, 
Va., vice president at large; J. A. 
Hollomon, Atlanta, vice president at, 
large; A. J. Chandler, Arizona, vice 
president at large: Leon G. Jones, 
Talledega, Alabama treasurer, and J. 
A. Rountree, Birmingham, director 
general. Of these Cardwell, Hollo- 
mon and Jones were reelected and Mr. 
Rountree was reelected for the four- 
teenth time. 

Much Work Completed. 

Mr. Rountree read a report show- 
ing the work completed and in proc- 
ess of completion on the highway in 
all of the thirteen states through 
it passes. His figures, taken 
commissions, show that at 
the present date SO per cent of the 
highway has been congleted and that 
much of it is hard surfaced. He 
stated that in Texas, New Mexico, 
Arizona, California, Mississippi, Ten- 
nessee, Alabama, Virginia, North 
Carolina and South Carolina the work 


on the highway either was completed 


or contracts had been let for its com- 
pletion. @ 
Georgia and Arkansas ate the only 
states that have not completed their 
share of the work and he has been as- 
sured, he said, that the work in these 
two states would be finished within 
the next year. The work in North 
Carolina has been the most outstand- 
ing, according to his report, with more 
than $10,000,000 spent on road build- 
ing and more than 275 miles of hard- 
surfaced road already completed. 


Woman’s Commission’s Work. 


Much interest is being taken by the 
woman's commission in the work of 
beautifying the highway and plans are 
going forward for planting trees, 
flowers and shrubs, removing unsight~ 
ly objects, putting up road.signs and 
providing camp sites. The meeting 
was addressed Wednesday morning 
on this subject by Mrs. Marie Bank- 
head Owens and Mrs. Oscar McKen- 
zie, following which some 15 delegates 
made short talks telling of how the 
work was progressing in their various 
sections. A special meeting attended 
by about 50 women was held at noon 
to consider the subject and unanimous- 
ly adupted a report prepared by Mrs.

Other resolutions passed at the 
morning session included a request of 
the federal government that Bankhead 
markers be put up all along the high- 
way, that Stone mountain be placed 
on the highway and that all bridges 
be named after famous men.

The injured have not been counted 
but neighboring hospitals are crowded 
and many others were taken to their 
homes for treatment.

New York, October 10.—()—A 
strike of 9,000 American Railway 
Express employees so tied up express 
traffic in New York today that the 
company declared an embargo on all 
merchandise it handled in this city, 
estimated to total 700 carloads a day.

Washington, October 10.—Upon the 
return to Washington of Senator Wil- 
liam EK. Borah from his speaking tour 
on behalf of the republican national 
candidate, attention was directed here 
today to a series of speeches made by 
the sefator from Idaho in 1918 de- 
nouncing Herbert ©. Hoover for fa- 
voritism to the meat packers, chal- 
lenging his good faith and charging 
him with “violation of the most funda- 
mental principles of the constitution” 
and disregard for the federal statutes. 

hese speeches, which have been 
characterized as among the most 
vitriolic ever made in the senate, were 
in opposition to granting to Hoover 
uncontrolled authority to expend an 
appropriation of $100,000,000 to feed 
the starving people of central and 
eastern Europe. They ranged over a 
period of seyeral days from January 
18 to 24, 1919. 

Borah opened the debate by charg:

which in his eyes confirmed this secret 
agreement, Borah declared: “Others 
may take what view they will; I can 
not close my eyes to such a set of 
facts, to my mind intolerable and 
indefensible.” 

Insisting that he had no intention 
of reflecting upon Hoover's personal 
integrity, Borah contended that a sys 
tem of audit and control should be set 
up to protect the administration of 
this fund. Charging the food admin- 
istration with gross extravagance, he 
declared, ‘“‘Whatever may be the great 
ability of Mr. Hoover, there is one in- 
dividual whom he does not know ex- 
ists in this country, and that is the 
taxpayer, He seems to think that 
inoney comes like manna to the chil- 
dren of Israel from heaven and not 
from the sweat and toil and sacrifice 
of the people. He has no conception 
of the existence of the taxpayer, and 
his distribution of foods is utterly re- 
gardless of his existence.” 

Direct Attack. 

Continuing his plea for legislation 
to control the appropriation Borah 
made his attack on Hoover even more 
direct:

BEFORE YOU RING THAT BELL. 

My husband, writes a correspondent, 
has always wanted to sell real estate 
and insurance, but he is driving 4 
taxicab becanse he has failed at his 


preferred work. He feels certain that 
the trouble is a fear of ringing the 
bell. That is, when he has a pros- 
pect he can’t get the courage or con- 
fidence to put over the sale. It seems 
to me there must be some way he 
might overcome that obstacle which 
stands in the way of success in his 
chosen line of work. 

Some of the best salesmen in the 
business suffer, or rather are subject 
to that very “complex.” On the other 
hand there are too many agents or 
salesmen who are so handy at ringing 
the bell that they give the whole guild 
a bad name. 

A man or woman who undertakes to 
sell real estate or insurance would 
find this complex rather an asset, 
I should think. It ought te make such 
an agent think the matter over be- 
fore approaching the prospective cli- 
ent, put himself or herself in the cli- 
ent’s place and try to conclude wheth- 
er he or she would buy the lot or the 
policy under such circumstances. And 
finally, before seeking the interview, 
the salesman or saleswoman should 
make up his mind that he is not going 
to be disappointed or discouraged if 
the prospect decides not to buy. Only

ing the nails or sucking the thumb. 
Sometimes children with this habit 
suffer eventually from obstruction, 
from the accumulation of a hair ball 
in stomach or intestine, which de- 
mands surgical interference. Per- 
haps the use of elbow cuffs or other 
apparatus, such as is used in breaking 
ehildren of the thumb-sucking habit, 
may help to remedy the habit. The 
alternative restraining method is to 
clip the hair close to the scalp, and 
keep it so clipped for a year—a prac- 
tice without serious objection in a!

Georg‘a’s 7,247,000 Bushels 
Second Only To 
California. 


With production of peaches in this 
country during the five-year period 
from 1923 to 1927, inclusive, approxi- 
mately 50 per cent greater than for 
the five-year period from 1903 to 
1907, Georgia is ranked second in 
peach-growing states with a produc- 
tion of 7,247,000 bushels, according 
to a study of production, prices and 


distribution of that commodity just 
completed by the bureau of railway 
economics made public Wednesday. 
California ranks as the most im- 
portant peach-growing state, accord- 
ing to the bulletin, with a production 
for the period of 17,808,000 bushels. 
New Jersey is third and Arkansas 


ourth. 

“Distribution of peaches in 1027 
was widespread,” the bulletin said. 
“Peaches from Georgia reached 58 of 
the 66 markets included in the study, 
or all of the markets east of Salt 
Lake City, Utah, with the exception 
of Shreveport, La., and El 80 
Texas. Peaches from California 
reached 56 of the markets from coast 
to coast and from the Great Lakes 
to the gulf. 

“New York is by far the largest 
market for fresh peaches. The rail 
unloads in that market alone in 1927 
amounted to nearly 4, carloads, 
which was more than double the num-

VETERAN CHARGES 


Present-Day Order Not To 
Be Compared to Original, 
Says Appleyard. 


Jacksonville, Fla., October 10.—(/) 
Criticizing the present day Ku Klux 
Klan, and declaring that it was not 
to be compared to “the original klan 
formed by General Nathan Bedford 
Forrest,” Major General T. J. Apple- 
yard, of Tallahassee, commander in 
chief of the Florida United Confeder- 
ate Veterans, spoke here today at the 
dedication services of the Lee marker 
on the Dixie highway, one of the events 
on the program of the annual reun- 
ion of the veterans. 

“What I say now is without antag- 
onism toward any living person,” the 
general prefaced hi. remarks. ‘There 
Was an organization formed after the 
war between the states by Forrest. It 
had to be formed. It was composed 
of Jews, Catholics and Gentiles. When 
it had finished its work it adjourn- 
ed. The name they created was their 
name and they earned it. 

“He who robs me of my purse.”” Gen- 
eral Appleyard quoted from Shakes- 
peare, “steals trash, but he who robs 
me of my good name enriches not 


himeelf but leaves me ‘org indeed.” 

“That name. (Ku Klux Klan) be- 
ones to the Confederate veterans alone 
and to no oné else,” he conchided. 

During the. ceremony Frank M. 
Ironmonger, adjutant general and chief 
of staff of the Florida division, ad- 
dressed the veterans and told of an 
incident not recorded in history. Be- 
fore reading an address from General 
Robert FE. Lee, Oonfederate leader 
during the war, General Ironmonger 
related “the reason General Grant re- 
fused the sword of General Lee at the 
surrender.” 


“Tt’s all bunk,” he said, “as the pro- | 


visions of the surrender were that the 
Confederate officers were to retain 
their sidearms. General Grant did not 
return General Lee's sword, for the 
simple reason that it was never ten- 
dered.”

To Hear Lake Cargo 


Washington, October 10.—(/)—The 
four lake cargo coal cases brought by 
the government, the interstate com- 
merce commission and interested rail: 
roads, will be argued in the supreme 
court early next year. 

These cases would set aside an in- 
junction granted by a three-judge 
statutory court at Charleston, W.

:: SMITH DEFEAT WOULD BE NATIONAL DISASTER 


Issue, Says Governor Ritchie 


Chicago, October, 10.—(United 
News)—Governor Alfred BE, Smith's 
Catholicism “would no more affect 
the discharge of his official duties 


as president, than would’ Herbert 
Hoover's Quakerism or my Episcopal- 
ianism,” Governor Albert C. Ritchie 
of Maryland declared here today in 
addressing a democratic mass meet- 


in 

Religious freedom and prohibition 
are the two fundamental questions on 
which the American people are divid- 
ing, the speaker said. Governor 
Smith’s fight against religious intoler- 
ance, Ritchie said, is a battle “for 
one of the most fundamental princi- 
ples of our whole American policy.” 

“If the American voter will think 
this out,” he said, “he will realize that 
on this issue of anti-Catholicism alone, 
Smith is fighting a historic battle and 
that defeat would be a national dis- 
aster. Hoover knows this, but, . of 
course, as usual he is silent, believ- 
ing that silence means votes. 

“Catholics since the founding of the 
nation have occupied office after office 
from the chief justiceship of the su- 
preme court on down. Every office 
except president. They have fought 
as Americans and not as Catholics 
in every one of our wars, including 
those against Catholic natjons; and 
side by side with Protestants they 
have fought the good fight in every 
national endeavor. 

“And there is not a partiele of evi- 
dence that their church was not 100 


per cent American, 100 per cent loyal 
and 100 per cent free from political 
aspirations for power. Can any fair 
and intelligent man, no matter if he 
dislikes the Catholic religion, shut 
his eyes to this record of the past?” 

The governor said that he served 
three consecutive terms as chief execu- 
tive of Maryland and prior to that 
as attorney general and at no time 
had he seen the slightest sign of the 
church trying to obtain or exert po- 
litical power despite the fact that 
the state was founded by Catholics 
and where for years was located the 
seat of the Catholic hierarchy in 
America. 

Discussing prohibition, the speaker 
charged that the “fundamental Amer- 
ican principle of local self govern- 
ment is being violated,” by the pres- 
ent national prohibitory legislation. 

“Hoover apparently believes in a 
continuance of the present system,” 
Ritchie continued,” with the eight- 
eenth amendment and the Volstead 
act unchanged. Smith does not. 

“He believes that in addition to 
liberalizing the Volstead act, the 
eighteenth amendment ought to be 
changed so as to permit each state, 
subject to approval by a referendum 
vote of its people, to manufacture and 
sell alcoholic beverages within its 
borders, such sales to be made only 
by the state itself, with no return of 
the saloon and no consumption in any 
public place, and with stringent prohi- 
bition against the shipment of intoxi- 
cating beverages into dry states.”

Values Give Way. 

Influenced by downturns in wheat 
prices at Liverpool and by reports 
from there that cheaper offerings of 
low grade Canadiam wheat were press- 
ing om the market, wheat values here 
began to give way as soon as trading 
opened. Besides, the United States 
government crop report as to wheat 
had some bearish effect. Meanwhile. 
wheat receipts today were heavy at 
Winnipeg, 2,754 cars, and there were 
also iberal arrivals at domestic 
northwest markets, foreshadowing ap- 
parently another large increase of the 
United States visible supply total. 

Favorable crop advices Were like- 
wise at hand from the southern hemis- 
phere and seedings of wheat in New 
South Wales this season were estimat- 
ed at 4,420,000 bushels, against 2,990,- 
VCO last year. 

Lowest prices of the day in wheat. 
though, were reached after world 
available supply figures had been 
posted, and the fact was evident that 
no broadening out of export demand 
for wheat from North America was 
in sight. 

Market Rallies at End. 

Under such circumstances, selling 
for northwestern account gained fur- 
ther momentum, and signs were re- 
ported of an increasing movement of 
wheat in the southwest. Advices of 
need of moisture in Kansas and Okla- 
homa failed to act as much of a 
counterbalance, but the market was 
showing something of rally as the 
day drew to an end. 

Despite some corn buying today on 
_account of government figures show- 
ing 28,000,000° bushel curtailment of 
the 1928 estimated corn yield as com- 
paces with a month ago, the corn 

narket became heavy, a selling drive 


disclosing that prices were without | 


any aggressive support, although 150,- 
000 bushels of corn was admitted to 
have been taken today for export. The 
weakness of the corn market was ac- 
centuated by assertions that 13 per 
cent more of this yeat’s corn crop is 
of merchantable quality than was the 
case in 1927. New corn available for 
immediate use was also arriving in 
Chicago today in a limited way, and 
cash prices on some transactions were 
as much as 5c a bushel lower. Oats 
declined owing to sympathy with oth- 
er grain. 

Future déliveries of provisions were 
weaker, responsive to action of the 
hog market. There was a big demand, 
however, for cash bellies, with sales

: Brisk Recovery of Market 
Follows Recent Reaction 


New York, October, 10.—(4#)-——The 
curb market experienced brisk recov- 
ery today, on resumption of opera- 
tions for the advance as the opinion 
prevailed that the recent reaction had 
improved the markets technical po- 
sition. More than a dozen industrials 
went to new highs for the year or 
longer. 

Royal Baking powder, which has 
fluctuated widely of late, soared 48 
points to a new top at 310, while 
Pines Winter Front “A” mounted 16 
points to a new top at 190. Ap- 
ponaugh company touched a new peak 
at 65 7-8. De Forest radio went a4 
more than 2 points to a record hig 
in a turnover of 150,000 shares. The 
buying was based on reports that the 
company is operating in three shifts, 
now has no bank loans, and is lend- 
ing more than $500,000 in Wall 
street. 

Columbia Graphophone was another 


strong point, the new shares going to 
a new top at 56 7-8 on announcement 
that the company had acquired one of 
its principal competitors, Pathe Freres 
of France.

WGY ASKING BUARD 
FOR GLEARED WAVE 


BY MARTIN CODEL. 
(Copyright, 1928, by North American News- 
paper Alliance.) 

Washington, October 10.—Station 
WGY, Schenectady, has joined issue 
with the federal radio commission 
over its wave-length assignment order- 
ed effective exactly one month hence. 
It has applied for a modification of 
its license so that it may retain its 
present wave length, and a_ public 
hearing will be set for some day this 
month. 

At the same time it is also renew- 
ing its application, once denied, for 
authority to broadcast with 150,000 
watts. This would make it the highest 
powered broadcasting station in the 
world. Harry Sadenwater, in charge 
of- WGY’s technical operations, pre- 
dicted while here that superpower in- 
creases by stages to 500,000 watts or 
more are the probable developments of 
the near future. Station WGY has 
already demonstrated the efficacy of 
100,000 watts in the highly successful 
“past midnight” trials last year. 

TheWGY case presents one of the 
most critical issues ever confronting 
the’ federal radio commission, for the 
General Electric company’s station is 
one of the most important in the 
country from the standpoint of scien- 
tfic contributions to the broadcast- 
ing art, and serves a large area in 
New York, Massachusetts, Vermont 
and New Hampshire. 
wave-length demand of the station, 
however, strikes at the very funda- 
mentals of the impending allocation, 
inasmuch as the channel sought be- 
longs definitely to the fifth zone of 
far-western states under the equaliza- 
tion plan. 

In asking for the unprecedented 
power the operators of the station 
reveal that they are ready to demon- 
strate a new development in broad- 
casting.that may be of inestimable 
scientific value. They are applying 
for this power, however, in the face 
of an official order effective with the 
reallocation which restricts station 
power to 25,000 watts. The only ex- 
ception permissible under the ‘order 
is that the power of 50,000 watts, 
such as WGY and a handful of other 
stations are now using, may be grant- 
ed on an experimental basis. 

The operators are also proceeding 
in the face of unalterable opposition 
to high power frequently voiced by 
the chairman of the radio board, Judge 
Ira E. Robinson. 


EX-CALIPH MOURNS 
JEWELRY VALUED 
AT $200,000,000 


Nice, France, October 10.—()—In 
a small, white suburban villa, ex- 
Caliph Abdul Medjid, a broken man 
of seventy, who was once the spiritual 
head of 300,000,000 Moslems, spends 
his days wondering whether it would. 
be wise to appeal to international tri- 
bunals for the recovery of $200,000,- 
000 worth of caliphate jewels, 

Abdul Medjid is the last head of 
the Osman dynasty and was ex,elled 
from Turkey in 1924 by Mustapha 
Kemal. At that time, one of the most 
famous jewel collections in the world, 
throne 
with its thousands of pearls, was taken 
over by Mustapha Kemal. The lat- 
ter has decreed that the entire collec 
tion must be sold to raise money for 
a Turkish national bank. 

The old white-haired caliph is in @ 
quandary. He is an exile and prac- 
tically unrecognized by most Moham- 
medans. He is burdened with the sup- 
port of two wives and a host of re- 
tainers. His income is largely de- 
rived from gifts by wealthy Moham- 
medans. He is unquestionably’ the 
poorest member of the house of Os- 
man since the 14th century when Tur- 
key came under their rule. 

“His majesty desires me to say that 
no steps regarding the Osmanli jew- 
els have been taken as yet,” said his 
secretary when questioned regarding 
Kemal’s recent proposal. “Does his 
majesty fee] that the jewels belong to 
him?” was asked. “But, most cer- 
tainly,” was the reply. “The jewels 
belong to his family and not to the 
state, In 1924 he was driven out of 
the country so hurriedly that he had 
no time to collect these pieces of his 
private property.” 

And then the Armenian secretary, 
carefully choosing his words, explained 
the legal aspects of the case, while 
two painters and a . dairy maid lis- 
tened outside the window in order to 
get their fill of talk about rubies as 
big as pears, pearls like eggs, and em- 
eralds that had been turned isto egg- 
nog cups. 

The Osmanli jewels, next to the fa- 
mous Russian Romanoff collection, 
are supposed to be the finest in the 
world. Some jewelers have said that 
if the collection of emeralds and ru- 
bies alone were ever thrown on the 
market it would be enough to break 
existing gem rates. One less throne 
than the peacock throne is said to 
contain more than thirty thousand fine 
stones. 

Since the 15th century the: collec- 
tion has been steadily growing in its 
quarters in the imperial seraglio at 
Constantinople. The actual worth of 
the gems is estimated at $500,000,000 
by some experts, but they claim that 
it would take forty years to put them 
on the market and realize such a fig- 
ure. Many of them believe that $250, - 

could be realized on the jew- 
els ovér a period of five years. Mus- 
tapha Kemal believes that such an 
amount would make a nice nest-egg 
for the Turkish national bank. 

It is most possible that the ex- 
caliph will attempt to stop the sale 
of these jewels by notifying all pres- 
pective purchasers that he considers 
them stolen property and thereby ty- 
ing up the buyers in an endiess legal 
tangle. The caliph, however, does not 
take into account o~ the young Turk

SENATOR GEORGE 
ASSERTS RELIGION 
IS CHIEF ISSUE 


Henderson, Ky., October 10.—() 
Declaring the religious question had 
become the greatest issue in the 1928 
presidential campaign, Senator Wal- 
ter F, George, of Georgia, in an ad- 
dress here tonight asked voters not 
to consider Governor Smith’s religion 
but to judge both him and Herbert 
Hoover on their past records.
